Lord Dawson stated that he obtain- 
ea figures from a large London hos- 
pital ‘for- the last ten years dealing 
with the two diseases produced by al- 
cohol: He found that in 1900 there 
were admitted thirty-nine. cases of 
cirrhosis of ‘the liver and in 1920 
only seven. 5 

- With regard to the ‘alcoholic dis- 
eases peculiar to women, in 1900 nine- 
teen cases were admitted as against 
only- one in 1920, 

‘Taking the diseases due to’ alcohol 
in the same hospital per thousand in 
1900 nineteen cases were admitted as 
against only one in 1920. 

Lord- Dawson went on to say that 
this was a striking testimony to the 
fact that the use of-alcohol was: be- 
coming more circumspect. and that 
there was a greater regard for its 
quality and the time for its cy nsump< 
tion,

due to-the educational work ¢arried 
on by hospital ahd doctors*:in the 
course of their work. Ne form of

- A’ French scientist points out that 
‘we shall. never be able to fly until we 
ean move through the: air 6n.our own 
power, as does a bird... Gliders; also, 
he says, are no good, ad-one cah only 
make them. go long distantes in warm 
éHmates, Where currents of air, pass- 
ing upwards, make it possible. What 
we should-do is to fly as a>-bird: does. 
A bird files by flapping its wings and, 
if we wish to fly he says, we also must 
have wings to flap. 

So°he has made & little model ‘ot 
what he. calls an aerovol, and he 
thinks that with such an apparatus a 
Taan Ouglit to be able to fly through 
the air just as-he swims in the water. 

The aerovol consists of a pair of 
wings, a tail piece anda steering gear 
in the: front. Getting under the ap- 
paratus, a man works the wings with 
his arms;his legg, work the tail, which 
makes the machine £0 up or down, and 
the head moves the stéering gear in 
front, which decides which way to go. 

To fly with such an apparatus, says 


§} the inventor, will not be. any niore tir- 


ing than swimming. ‘You are not sus- 
pended from your apparatus, but rest- 
ing on it.’ The elbows do most of the 
wing work. and besides, he says, you, 
do not need to flap the wings very 
miuch or often, as you use the glide 
a good deal, just as with gliders Be- 
sides,/he has put in a little motor for 
use incase of the filter becoming tired. 
It is only a small engine, 2 or 3 R.p., 
and he hopes soon to make hig model 
so perfect that it will be able to do 
without it altogether, "

With the abolition of the Aikank on Board brested nde the stress of war 
. fonditions for the marketing.of the wheat crop of Canada, and the unsettled 
‘plate of world markets since. then, the problem of marketing’ the wheat of 
this Dominion so as to bring an adequate return to the wheat growers has be- 
come-more and more acute. Steps taken to revive the Wheat Board under 
peace conditions in 1922 and 1923 having ended in failure; despite all the ef- 
forts of the Western Provincial Governments, the farmers themselves are 
now engaged in the really formidable task of endeavoring to create co-opera- 
tive pools to act as selling agents for all.wheat consigned to them, the idea 
. being that once these pools are successfully Iadiched a joint selling organi- 
zation will-be set up to handle the export end of the business. 

The first essential to the succéss of this new method of marketing is that

» Ina word, the proposal is that, instead of each farmer selling his wheat 
individually, fifty per cent. of them or more shall sell collectively: | The small, 
pioneer farmer with only a few loads to sell, and the farmer having heavy 
labilities to meet and who is therefore compelled to sell immdiately his wheat 
is threshed, is to be placed as nearly as possible on a basis of equality insofar 
as marketing is concerned with the large and well established farmer ship- 
ping wheat by the carload and who, by reason of his established position and 


‘as being the most advantageous time to sell. 

Under the plan proposed, instead of’ an éfiormous volaine of wheat being 
thrown on the market under pressure by,a large number of farmers early in 
the season, thus forcing down the price, the wheat will’ all pass through & 
co-operative pool and be handled by it so as not to “break” prices,-and thus 
obtain the higheft possible average price for all.
